REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Re claim 21, the method of operation of the wind energy installation involving 
steps of: 

a. recording the rotational position of the rotor with regard to the rotor axis when 
the rotor reaches a desired rotational position, 

b. stopping the rotor in the desired rotational position and, 

c. automatically initiating locking upon reaching the desired rotational position to 
block the rotor in the desired rotational position, in combination with the other 
limitations present, are neither disclosed nor taught by the prior art of record. 

Claims 22-26 are allowed as being dependent on allowable claim 21 . 

Re claim 27, the feature of the wind energy installation having a locking device 
used for the locking of the rotor in a desired position with regard to the rotor axis, 
wherein the locking device automatically locks the rotor when the desired rotational 
position has been reached, in combination with the other limitations present, are neither 
disclosed nor taught by the prior art of record. 

Claims 28-39 are allowed as being dependent on allowable claim 27. 

Re claim 40, the feature of the wind energy installation having a monitoring 
device configured to determine a relative position of the rotor and automatically locking 
the rotor by engaging the first and second locking element when a target rotational 
position is detected, in combination with the other limitations present, are neither 
disclosed nor taught by the prior art of record.
